50, 800 to 1,000 infantrymen were quartered in a barracks 
installation, consisting of «ight three-story bulldings each about 30 
meters Lon, on the western perimeter of Loetzen (R 55/A 59), west of the 
canal betwen Loewentin Lake and Mauer Lake, and north of the Loetuen- 
Rastenburg (R 55/4 29) highway. Three small buildings were under construction 
in the rear of the billeting area. The soldiers were 20 to 22 years old 
and wore brownish-green uniforms with red triangular collar patches, with 
a dark braid on ths upper side, on which yellow insignia were superimposed.

5, he barracks installation, which was 106 to 150 meters west of the canal, 
housed a spare parts depot and an office of the National Agricultural 
Aéministration which lent tractors, trucks, and farm machinery to farmers 
in the district of Loetgen. The office was established in Loetzen in L9L6 
and employed about 800 pecple.
